After taking refuge 
In Barcelona and in various Italian ports, the 
ship safely: reached Istanbul after a long voyage. 
In Spain, the eaptain sald, the crew of his ship

‘The Malian attack on Greece follows the] 
classic lines laid down by Hitler, first an 
endeavour to obtain peaceful occupation of| 
the country, and failing that resort to war.| 
‘The usual iechnique of creating border in~ 
‘eidents and generally maintaining a war of 
nerves has been followed and. hostilities 
between Italy and Greece which have’ long 
been expected have eventuated. "In this eon~ 
nection it is interesting to read some of the 
terms of the Halian ultimatum as carried by 
‘an enemy news agency:— 

‘The Italian Government has, therefore, come 
to the decision to demand from the Greek Gov- 
fernment as guarantee for the neutrality, of 
Greece, and as iuarantee for Italy's security, 
the occupation with ils armed forces for the 
‘duration of the present conflict with Great 
Britain of strategie points on Greck territory. 

"The Malian Government asks the Greck 
Government not to oppose stich occupation 
rind ‘not_to hinder the marching of troops in= 
ended for occupation, ‘Those troops are not 
coming as enemy of the Greck people, and 
fhe Italian Government has inno way the

IL Js obvious from the above that if Mussolini 
could have penetrated Greece by fraud noth 
ing would have suited his book better, but 
the Greek Government having before it the 
example of other countries which have fallen 
into the insatiable maw of his accomplice| 
would have nothing of it, and as a proud and 
valiant nation decided to defend itself. 

‘The policy of Italy towards Greece has 
been fraudulent throughout. On Easter 
Sunday of last year information reached the 
Greek Government that Italy had decided to 
attack Corfu in the near future. ‘That was 
denied by the Talians, but it ted to the 
British Government giving Greece assurances 
that Britain would render her every, possible 
assistance in the event of an attack by Tlaly. 
‘That quarantee stands {oday and Britain will 
undoubtedly go to the afd of the Greeks with 
all the resourees available in the Mediter~| 
Fanean. Put into its proper setting this attack 
‘on Greece Is a significant development in the 
eampaign between Britain and Taly. ‘The 
Tatter has failed to make any real headway 
with its invasion of Egypt. British reinforee~ 
ments have practically balanced the original 
numerical superiority of the alians in Libya, 
and it is quite apparently the Italian inte 
tion (o endeavour to create a diversion in 
Greece which might tend to reduce the, 
strength of the British which keeps the forees| 
of Marshal Graziani in a slate of stalemate. 

But the means by which Britain can aid 
Greece are not exclusively military. ‘There 
fs the British Navy whieh would dearly like 
ft eraek at the Habians to see if their gunnery 
fs a8 good as the swiftness of their ships is 
in fight, while support in the air can be| 
uiven as’ well ag war material, though it is 
interesting to note the reports that British 
troops have Janded on certain Greek istands, 
and have even, so, it is alleged, reached 
Salonika though this needs for the present| 
atleast to be accepted with reserve.| 
What further developments in the! 
Balkan situation are likely to arise only the| 
future, perhaps the very near future will 
show.’ Haly is fighting on a. comparatively, 
‘small front out of Albania into Greece. and 
may decide to ask for passage of troops 
through Yugoslavia. Under Axis pressure 
that country may be obliged to nequiesce. but, 
i it Is realized that once in It will be ver 
dificult to get the dictators out, Yugostavia

‘Ancther possible source of embarrassment} 
to the Italians may: prove to be Albania itself. 
‘The people, a sturdy independent race, bitter-

value. How Russia will regard this extension 
‘of the war to the Balkans remains to be seen. 
It is known that the Soviet Government is 
‘opposed to any stich thing, but whether it will 
do anything beyond making representations| 
in Rome and Berlin is problematical. ‘There| 
is the grave danger, whieh the Kremlin has 























to face, that should the Axis Powers prove 
successful in the Balkans, Russian influence 
in that part of the world will have definitely 
ippeared, though perhaps the Axis Powers 
plan compensation in some other direction. 











THEY DON'T LIKE IT 
Oct, 30 

For the time being the air war seems to 
have become a battle of endurance between 
the German and British capitals and between 
German provineial centres and British pro- 
vinein! centres. In spite of the enemy's more 
favourable geographical position on the 
Belgian and French coastal areas there can- 
not be much doubt about the result as the 
test continues to the bitter end. Londoners 
‘and provincials expected to be bombed mer- 
cilessly from the start of the war and were 
therefore psychologically prepared for the 
blitzkrieg. Berliners were assured by Goer- 
ing that not one British bomber would get 
through and the assurance was renewed with 
added confidence after the fall of France and 
the withdrawal of the RAF. from captured. 
territory. Goering and Berliners have had 
‘an unpleasant surprise and so" have millions. 
of other Germans scattered throughout the 
country. ‘The moral effect of Britain's deter- 
mined air offensive, carried out night after | 

sht over wide areas of Germany, must be 
‘tremendous. According to a United Press| 
message from London “life in Berlin has| 
been seriously disrupted and portions of the 
city’s vital industries lie in charred ruins 
a result of counter-attacks by the RAF. 
‘That much is known despite the hiding by 
the German authorities of the damage done. 
So devastated are some portions of the city’ 
that foreign journalists have been granted no_ 
facilities {0 inspect the damage and, instead, 
have been whisked away in cars, escorted by 
‘at Teast thirty German military officials, to 
see for themselves how “ineffective” British 
raids have been. It is difficult to get a 
true picture of the damage done to Germany, 
$0 strict is the censorship of news coming 
out of that country, but leakages of vital 
information have occurred and the world 
knows that Germany has been well and truly 
hit by the Royal Air Force. 

In the Rubr and Rhineland districts Ger- 
many’s steel plants have been subjected to 
heavy bombings and are now providing only. 
about twenty per cent, of the Nazi war needs: 
as against 75 per cent. in the Great War. 
To add to the Nazi difficulties, areas to escape 
British bombs contain only 44.1 of Germany's 
steel capacity. British attacks on German 
channel bases, too, have cost the Germans 
heavily. According to reliable neutral re~ 
ports the Royal Air Force offensive has cost 
Hitler 60,000 of his picked troops in these 
bases and has destroyed vast amounts of 
materials stored ready for his “invasion of 
England.” Added to that is the effect of| 
British raids on the German people, who like 
them no more than Londoners like German 
‘attacks. There is a difference, however, 
between the two peoples. While the moral: 
of Britons remains unshaken by Nazi attacks 
‘on civilians, there are disquicting rumours: 
from Berlin’ that all is not so well with the 
German people, who have been regimented 
on a wartime basis ever since Hitler came| 
to power, and whose liberty and freedom of 
‘speceh has become a thing of the past. ‘The 
German people have been at war for years. 
‘They have been underfed to provide guns 
for the Nazi army. They have been taxed 
heavily to finanee Hitler's huge expenditures 
on his war machine. And they are still being. 
underfed and taxed increasingly as Hitler's 
promise of a lightning victory has come to 
nought. So much the human frame ean stand 
and no more. 

A quick victory is beyond Hitler's reach as 
the mighty British Empire is only at the, 
start of a war effort that will eclipse all 
that Germany has done to build up a vast 
‘war machine. The German people are 
beginning to realize this and, ax in the last 
‘war, the effects of which are still too vivid 
in the minds of the German people, dis~ 
content ‘has appeared. Hitler realizes this 
and he is making a supreme effort to finish 
off Britain with the help of other Powers, 
before his own people voice their dissatis- 
faction openly and he treads the same path 
‘as the ex-Kaiser, whose grandiose dreams 
‘and quick military successes came to nought. 
‘Meanwhile the R.AF. continues to lay in 
ruins Germany's vital industries night after’ 
night and the German people cower in their 
shelters for hours on end, surprised and 
shocked that Goering’s promises of immunity, 
from air attacks have been proved 10 be| 
tas false as Hitler's promises of a quick

With ‘ten Italian divisions in Albania, and 
about seventy German divisions in south-cast 
Europe ready to back them up, it is apparent 
that the Axis Powers have made formidable 
Gispositions in preparation for the drive to 
the cast, which it was obvious Hitler and his 
accomplice would resort to immediately it 
‘was realized that the attempt to beat Britain 
to her knees was ajfailure. A portion of 
those forces may be used to bend Yugoslavia 
to the Axis’s will, and she, practically isolated 
as she now is, might, even if she were pre- 
pared to fight, find ‘her armics completely 
‘outnumbered. “Nevertheless the subjugation 
of Yugoslavia, and the reduction of 
Bulgaria would’in themselves prove the final 
blows to Soviet influence in the Balkans, for 
it would then be completely destroyed save 
for the friendship between Turkey and 
Russia which would give the latter a mere 
foc-hold in that part of Thrace belonging to 
Turkey. 

The manner in which the German forces 
have been disposed of in south-eastern and 
eastern Europe suggests mot only the pos- 
sibility of an Axis fo the south-cast| 
but also the protection of the flank of the 
armies engaged in that operation by a direct 
menace to Russia from the forces stationed 
in Poland and even further north, ‘There 
never has been any real trust between Ger~ 
many and Russia, and Berlin is apparently 
beginning {0 realize that there are limits 
vis-A-vis of Russia beyond which she cannot. 
go without provoking hostilities. Present 
‘arrangements suggest that Hitler is taking 
no risks in this connection, and the general 
outline of Gorman preparations is an offen- 
sive through the Balkans to the riches of the 
Near East on the one hand, and adequate 
defence against possible Russian intervention 
‘on the other. From another point of view these 
recent developments have a further interest. 
Italy has all along done little fighting in 
this present war. She is being given her 
chance to show what she can do by this 
invasion of Greece, but should she fail there 
is every reason to believe that Hitler would 
throw the greater part of his forces into a 
final stroke against those parts of the Balkans 
not yei under his influence, 
































If he ean 
reach the rich oilfields of the Near East he 
will fo that extent have broken the British 
blockade and secured sources of supplies 
which cannot be controlled by the British 
Navy. ‘That in allompting to do so he will 
bring Turkey into the struggle, and possibly 
even Russia serve in a manner to indicate 
the desperation of the German situation, for, 
while it has been Hitler's desire to limit the 
number of enemies he has to face, he is 
reaching a position where that factor may no. 
longer have the weight it originally had, and 
has to a somewhat lesser degree even now. 
If Hitler is foiled in this direction he and 
Mussolini will definitely have lost the war. 
‘Should he succeed he stil) will not have won 
it, but merely sccured means of prolonging 
tthe struggle, The parallel with the Napole- 
‘onic campaigns daily becomes clezrer, and 
it will only require the defeat of the Axis 
Powers to make it complete.

With the 
advent of the Romans in Britain the ancient 
ceremonies. saw grafted on them others of 
purely Roman origin. November 1 was the 
festival of Pomona in which apples and nuts 
played a large part as representing the wine 
ter store which the harvest had supplied — 
hhence the roasting of nuts, and apple-bobbing 
with which the young, even now sometimes 
amuse themselves. 

Until quite recently the custom of lighting 
bonfires in certain parts of the highlands. of 
Scotland ane Wales survived. Tn the dying 
embers it was customary to put as_many 
‘small stones as there were people present and 
next morning they were inspected. It any 
‘were displaced it was regarded as certain that 
the person thus represented would die 
during the ensuing twelve months, But not 
all the ceremonies were quite so. gruesome, 
Fortunately those which have survived are 
far more pleasurable, Young girls, after per~ 
forming Some rite or other, would gaze into 
the mirror and see the face of their future 
Iusband ooking at them over their shoulders. 
Others would drop hot. candle-wax into 
water, and trom the congealed shapes endea- 
vour to discover the future, or the complete 
peel of an apple in one piece would be thrown 
over the shoulder, “and whatever letter it 
seemed to represent where it fell was taken 
as the initial of the future beloved. "Bad boys 
in Britain would carve ghostly heads out of 
mangold-wurzels, if pumpkins were not 
available, and lighting them with a candle 
inside, stueke ona pole swathed in white 
cloth eck to terrify those abroad at night.

ATTACK ITALY

‘To those who all along have been advocat- 
ing that Great Britain should turn her atten 
tion to delivering heavy blows upon Italy is 
now added! so important a figure as Admiral 
of the Fleet Lord Chatfield, former Minister 
for Co-ordination of Defence, who expresses 
the view that the time has ‘come to strike 
violently against this enemy. One of the 
carliest preachers of this doctrine was Ficld~ 
Marshal Lord Birdwood, who, as far back 
as July, called for a swift onslaught on Italy, 
declaring that the time to hit home was fast 
approaching. The people of Italy never 
wanted the war, he declared, and the quickest 
way of getting 'them out was to show thom 
the full meaning of the catastrophe Mussolini 
‘was foreing upon them. His plan was to 
make the most powerful assault possible on 
Italy by sea, and to develop an intensive 
bombing attack on the chief Italian ports 
such ax Pola, Genoa, ‘Trieste, Venice, Naples 
and Taranto. Asking the people of Britain 
to look at the matter from the enemy's point 
of view, Lord Birdwood gave six reasons why 
fan assault along these lines should be 
Tnunched:—Britain’s moral superiority in the 
air; a larger military foree in Britain than 
‘ever before: the British blockade continuing 
to tighten; help’ from America and the 
Empire increasing daily; portions of the 
German army diffused over an enormous 
front from Narvik to the Pyrenees and across 
to Rumania: and Mussolini's fighters con- 
tinuing to “cover themselves with ignominy, 
and what they seem to consider the wonder 
ful glory of running away.” 

Lord Chatfield in his broadeast declared 
that the laws of strategy required that ‘the 
enemy's weak spot should be struck at with 
the utmost foree. He claimed that Italy 
was the weak spot of the Axis, and that those 
sea and air forces which ean be spared from 
the defence of Britain against Germany 
should be used oyainst Italy now. ‘The 
strength of the British flect in the Mediter= 
ranean will be inereased by the addition of 
the Greck navy, consisting of a cruiser, 23 
torpedo craft and six submarines, a valuable 
addition to forces which are already superior 
to the Italian Navy, and assisting to give a 
predominance at sea which can be used 
effectively directly the use of the air arm 
‘obliges the Italian war vessels to cease their 
coyness and come out for the battle which 
the British are only too anxious to give them. 

Lord Chatfield make a good point when he 
declares that though Italy's object may be 
to induce Britain to divide her forces and 
£0 weaken British resistance in Egypt, British 
sca and air-power would be of more value to 
help Greece than a large army sent to 
Saloniea with all that it means in transport 
ind supply. ‘The knowledge that the British 
air foree were striking heavy blows at all

U.S. ELECTIONS *

Whatever the United Stater electorate 
decides in the presidential election next 
week there can be not the slightest doubt that 
the Republican candidate, Mr. Wendell 
Willkie, will have made ‘a very gallant 
electioncering fight. He has, it is 
suffered considerably from the point 
‘of publicity recently because of events in 
Europe, and to that extent he has been 
handicapped, but tlie indications are, accord 
ing to some’ observers that, even if he docs 
hot beat Mr, Roosevelt, he will give the latter 
a very good run for his money. Quite carly 
in the campaign important Democrat. figures 
commenced giving their support to. Mr. 
Willkie, including so influential a newspeper 
as the “New York Times” which was an 
enthusiastic supporter of the President in the 
1932 and 1936 elections. Another was the 
Oregon “Journal” a traditionally Democrat 
newspaper, while the example of those 
organs has been followed by men formerly 
high in the Democrat ranks, 

‘Perhaps one of the most important speeches 
the Republican candidate has made was that 
which he delivered at San Francisco towards 
the end of September. In it he charged that 
Mr. Roosevelt's Administration had contri 
buted to the downfall of European democracy, 
accusing Mr. Roosevelt of having wrecked the 
London Economic Conference of 1933, because 
he did not sce in effect what an opportunity 
it was for the leader of the world’s greatest 
democracy 1o do something tangible to 
rehabilitate the democratic world. Four 
years afterwards, when he had been in 
augurated for his sccond term, Mr. Roosevelt, 
Mr. Willkie alleged, should have taken steps 
fo repair the damage done in 1933, instead 
of which he undertook as his first great job 
the task of packing the U.S. Supreme Court. 
‘That_was the time Mr. Willkie said when 
Mr, Roosevelt “had his golden opportunity 
to ‘save world democracy in the cleventh 
hour—and don’t forget that the very next 
year was the year of Munich.” But though 
Mr. Willkie may criticize Mr. Roosevelt's 
foreign policy of the past he is unable to do 
0 with regard to present policies, and the 
large degree of agreement belween the two 
great American parties may in itself have an 
Important bearing upon next week's clec- 
tions.

{situation in the Far East has not changed 
‘whatsoever sinee the three power pact was 
concluded, but it is also correct to point out 
that that particular development brought 
bout a definite deterioration in an already 
unfortunate state of affairs, 

‘The type of thinking evidenced by Mr. 
‘Matstioka’s remarks widely prevails in Japan, 
fas witness the despatch from this journal's 
special correspondent in that country re- 
porting the views of certain Japanese com- 
mentators on recent developments. When a 
writer, to the “Yomiuri” states “To speak 
quite frankly, it is quite obvious to us that 
the Americans burn with jealousy over the 
fact that Japan has risen to be such 
8 strong Power in the Pacife” it clearly 
shows that he also falls to understand the 
position, or, if he does understand it, is mis- 
leading ‘his’ readers. “A despatch from Wa- 
shington appearing in another column clearly 
puts forward the American view, It states 
that the American Secretary of Stato has 
Aovoted his efforts to the restoration of legal 
‘and orderly methods in solving the problems 
of the Pacific area. ‘The United States have 
even indicated their willingness to agree to 
changes in existing treaties in the light of 
changed conditions, provided. such changes 
wore made legally and peacefully. Tt is 
pointed out that it is Japan which has 
violated the Nine Power ‘Treaty and other 
international agreements, and she also who 
denounced the naval agreement which limited 
certain entegories of the world’s largest navies 
and restricted fortifications in American pos- 

in the Far Bast. Japan cannot now 
complain if the United States take measures 
whieh the naval limitation agreement, if still 
in foree, would have prohibited, and: whieh 
even now are necessitated only because of 
Japan's own actions. 

The remark by the “Yomiuni's" contributor, 
when dealing with the introduction of con= 
scription in the United States, that it takes 
thee oF four years to make a sailor, and that 
vessels without crews are but ghost ships, 
fs true enough, but what Ihe apparently fails 
to understand is that in taking the action it 
hhas, Washington is moved by the long view 
of the present situation, whereas Japan has 
boon more than a little shortsighted by so 
openly siding with the Axis Powers, It is 
clearly indicative of political myopia for 
Japanese extremists to allege thal the United 
States are threatening the peace of the Far 
East, for that is wholly inconsistent with 
the facts. ‘The realities of the Far Eastern 
situation are bound up inextricably with the 
fact that nine Powers signed an agreement to 
respeet China's sovereignty and refrain from 
seizing discriminatory privilegés in China, 
One of those Powers was Japan, and it is the 
American contention, and a truthful one at 
that, thal, despite this pledge, Japan has 
overrun vast areas of Chinese territory, and, 
‘when able, usurped exelusive or diseriminat- 
ory privileges in the course of which le 
mate and honourably aequired interests. of 
other Powers including the United States 
have been most seriously damaged. 

That Is the sole issue between the United 
Stales and Japan, and it was. inevitable — 
despite the long suffering patience of Wa- 
shington—that the time would come when 
the “American Government would find. it 
necessary to employ economic and political 
pressure to protect those interests. ‘The in= 
itiative as to whether the situation is 10 be- 
come worse or not rests solely with Japan, 
and so does also the responsibility. ‘There 
Goes not exist even now any” problemi b 
tween the Japanese and the third « party 
Powers interested in China which could not 
be settled without resort to war. ‘That would 
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require on the part of Japan full recognition 

of the rights of other countries vis-a-vis of 
the Far East in general, and China in parti- 
cular, 





TURKEY AND BALKANS 
Nov. 4 

Without being in any way provocative, 
President Incunu, speaking before the Turk- 
ish National Assembly, gave a clear ex- 
position of Turkey's policy with regard to 
the European war, and one which will be. 
heartily welcomed by Great Britain. From 
the point of view of the latter it is distinetly 
encouraging. ‘Turkey was studying the situa- 
tion created by the Italian invasion of Greece 
with her British Ally, and all aspects were 
being considered, and while the President 
left open the question of what Turkey would 
do, he did not say that it would not act. His 
reference to the “unbreakable bonds of al- 
Hiance with Britain”, coming at such a time 
as this, demonstrates to the Axis Powers the 
strength of the bonds uniting the two coun~ 
tries, and clearly indicates the intention of 
‘Turkey loyally to carry out her commit- 
ments, ‘That President Ineunu should have 
done this at a time when the Axis Powers 
were getting nearer to the Turkish borders 
is in itself highly significant, for it em= 
phasizes interest in the Italo-Greek confi 
as the entrance of the war into a zone the 
security and tranquillity of which are of 
primary importance to Turkey. 

‘That warning may be taken as indicating 
that, should Bulgaria be prevailed upon by 
the "Axis Powers to enter the fight against 

* Greece, and there is little doubt they will 
endeavour to do 80, if the Italians are shown 
unable to deal with Greece singlehanded, 
Turkey will be drawn into the struggle. 
Apart from that it is the desire of the 
‘Turkish Government to keep the country out 





of the war. Should it be foreed to parti~ 
cipate the responsibility will be clearly that 
of the Axis Powers. Meanwhile President 





Incunu’s insistence upon complete Turkish 
neutrality permitting none of the belliger- 

tory, seas 
or air s0 long as she is not drawn info the 
struggle should serve to allay Russian anxiety 
‘as {0 whether Britain would be allowed to 
establish air bases on Turkish soil, and may 
consequently be expected to have an all~ 
round reassuring effect. 

In the meantime the Italian invasion of 
Greece does not appear to be proceeding with 
the rapidity which was expected. Reports 
from both Greece and Italy as well as from 
‘Yugoslavia conflict greatly, and while the 
Greeks claim to be making headway into 
Albania, Italy alleges that her forees are con- 
verging’ on Janina, and making some pro- 
gress in the direction of Florina. ‘That they 
are not moving faster is alleged to be duc to 
‘weather conditions, though it is apparent from 
the roports that the Greck troops already 
fon the spot are putting up a gallant and 
effective resistance, while reinforcements are 
swiftly going forward to the seene of action. 
It is particularly gratifying to learn that 
British troops have landed on the Grecian 
islands, and that any Italian attempt to seize 
them first has consequently been foiled. They 
will undoubtedly be quickly organized as air 
and naval bases from which the southern 
‘end of Italy can be attacked, while additional 





air protection for Greoce can also be sup- | 


plied from the same places. A British mili~ 
tary liaison mission has already commenced 
working with the Greok authorities, and the 
British have shown the readiness and deter- 
mination to give the Greeks every possible 
assistance in the shortest space of time. 

‘The Yugoslav plea for the continued ob- 
servance of her neutrality may prove in the 
ong run to have fallen on deat cars. Mus~ 
solini, it is well known, has for long had 
designs upon that count'y, while in Austria 
there are German forces which are equally 
as threatening. It may very well prove to 
bbe the ease that, should the Halians find it 
difficult {o make headway into Greece across 
the Albanian border, they will demand pas- 
sage through Yugoslavia, Should she en- 
deavour to vindicate her neutrality by re- 
fusing it, the probability is that Italy would 
mareh through the country anyhow, and 
should resistance be offered Germany would 
undoubtedly come to the help of her ally, in 
which event Yugoslavia would be faced with 
the choice of resisting, or giving way. Mili- 
tarily speaking, though she has a strong 
army, her position is not good, and if, before 
the end of the war, she also suffers the ordeal 
of partition between the two Axis Powers, 
she also will have to be content with the 
knowledge that, freedom will only be regain- 
ed when Britain gains the vietroy she is de- 
termined to. 





NOT TIME FOR PEACE 
Nov. 5 

If indeed it was the hope of the dictators 
to subdue Greece in the space of a few days, 
in order to announce the completion of the 
“new order in Europe" combining it with a 
peace offensive in the United States for the 
purpose of influencing the presidential clec~ 
tion, the events of the Iast few days have 
proved them to be unjustifiedly sanguine. If 


they really believed they could overrun} 
Greece in about a week they have badly) 
underestimated the worth of their opponents, 
and must also have taken it for granted that 
Great Britain would not immediately go to 
the aid of the country attacked. It seems| 
to have been an article of faith that Britain] 
would not assist any of those countries to 
which she had given guarantees against Axis 
aggression, but when the facts are examined 
it is only'in the case of Poland—and that 
for perfectly obvious geographical reasons, 
—that Britain has not sought to aid victims 
Of aggression. In Norway it failed because 
the Germans had the advantage of the initia 
tive, and succeeded in seizing all the air buses 
in the country before the British had an’ 
‘opportunity of reaching them. In the Low 
Countries ‘the British Army was seriously 
imperiled when it was rushed together with 
French forces. into Belgium in the hope of 
‘stemming the German invasion of thi.t coun- 
try, and indeed it may safely be said that it 
ran risks which subsequent events show 
should never have been run. The enemy 
appears to have misread these facts, and 
apparently Italy embarked upon the invasion 
Of Greece thinking to polish that country off 
within a week, presenting the world with 
another fait accompli, and permitting Hitler 
to get on with that peace offensive which it 
was hoped would influence the elections in 
the United States. 

If that were indeed the plan, it has failed 
egregiously, for now it is much too late for 
anything that Hitler may do to have 
any effect upon the presidential clection. 
Had the manqeuvre been successfully carried 
through, and the peace offensive begun it is 
doubtful whether the United States would 
hhave been greatly moved, because messages 
from Washington state ‘that the declara- 
tion by the First Lord of the Admiralty, that 
Britain is not interested in any negotiated 
Peace, was particularly welcomed in view of 
reporis that Hitler was sending new peace 
terms to America. This is most certainly 
not the time for Britain to talk peace with 
the enemy. As Mr. Alexander pointed out, 
in his broadcast to the Empire, the road to 
vietory is beginning to define itself, and even 
if it proves a long and hard road the British 
ean afford to take the time to win. That 
Germany and Italy cannot. It will be when 
that road has been travelled, when Great 
Britain will be in the position to do the 
necessary talking, that the time to discuss 
peace will have arrived, but no cessation of 
the war, which resolved itself merely into 
fan armistice during which preparations for 
another struggle were to be made by an 
undefeated enemy, can in the circumstances 
possibly be acceptable. Indeed it is doubt- 
ful whether even the pacificist elements in 
the United States would warmly espouse any 
such thing, for even they have been brought 
to a realization that the only chance of the 
world being brought back to sanity, and the 
rule of law, as distinct from the sway of 
brute force, lies in the complete defeat of 
the aggressor Powers. 

‘The conclusion fs uneseapable that even if 
Hitler could have put through the scheme 
he is alleged to have conecived it would have 
been an abject failure, not only because it 
fails to take into consideration the spirit of 
the British people, but also because it would 
have ignored the great hostility towards the 
‘Axis Powers which at present exists in the 
public opinion of the United States. If the 
Dictators can think up nothing better, than 
what they have been reported to have done, 
they must be politically bankrupt. ‘They 
wantonly brought this war upon Europe be- 
cause they thought they were powerful 
enough to get away with it. That successes 
were obtained in the early part of the struggle 
‘eannot be denied for one moment, but the 
enemy could not make them complete nor 
consolidate them in peace, and they now 
face a war lasting perhaps years—if that 

necessary to ensure a British victory — 
from the results of which they would dearly 
ike to escape. They will not be allowed 
to. Posterity, nay civilization itself demands 
that the rule of law shall be reestablished, 
that those who fancy that in these enlightened 
Gays free people will assent to the doctrine 
that might is right shall be thoroughly and 
permanently disillusioned, and that inter- 
ational morality, without which the world 
must surely degenerate, shall be completely 
vindicated. There is not a reasonably mind 
ed person in the whole world who does not 
wish that a speedy end shall be put to the 
slaughter and destruction that. this war has 
meant, and will continue to mean, but a 
shoddy peace made in Germany would indeed 
prove a bad bargain. Britain is prepared to 
pay a higher price for a more satisfactory 
article.

way between Nanning and the sea 
coast, Chinese feld despatches claim 
that Japanese forces at Nanning are 
withdrawing southward towards the 
sea coast via Pakhol and Yamchow 
{or foar of being completely trapped 
by the Chinese columns. 

Chinese circles are jubilant over 
the imminent fall of Nanning, since 
this will bo the frst major city reeap- 
tured by the Chinese in three years 
of Sino-apanese hostilities. Tt na- 
turally, inereases Chinese moral and 
confidence in the growth of the Mght- 
ing strength of the Chinese forces. 
‘At the same time it is thought that 
the Chinese vietory In south Kwangsi 
will create 9 favourable impression 
abroad, particularly, in the United 
States "and Great’ Britain where 
reater confidence will be felt in the 
Chinese ability to hold out against the 
Japanese. hence, greater assistance 
‘Wil be forthcoming from the United 
Slates and Great Britain, 

‘The opinion Is also expressed hore 
that the Chinese occupation of Nan- 
ning will ensure the safety of the 
Burma Road, as well as Kunming, 
which will be securo from Japanese 
attacks with Chinese forces now com 
pletely controlling the situation “on 
the eastern flank which is considered 
by military experts as the only 
vulnerable flank of Yunnan—Reuter.

‘drafting of men for the armg and the 
employing of village labour, both men 
‘and women, for road making is easily 
‘understood’ and both of these do 
draw labour away from the farms. 
AU ls the prosperity in general and 
the increase of industries of every 
ind that is absorbing a great, deal 
of labour, that is all new to Szcehuan 
‘Small industries. starled by those 
‘coming in from other provinces, who 
hhad been industrial hands formerly, 
take up a lot of new labour. ‘Then, 
too, there are the many hundreds of 
‘small co-operative industries that have 
‘absorbed labour from rural and urban 
‘centres in large numbers, 

‘The gradual inerease in prices of 
food products and manufactured ar- 
leles "has made. all lines of mer- 
cantile enterprise profitable. No 
body seems to be idle and all are 
Tiving better than ever before, Con- 
sequently, when the rice harvest 
Began the farmers had to pay §1 and 
food for thelr labour. So it is ne- 
cessary to keep the farm hands 
pleased and happy in their work. As 
the rice harvest progressed the wages 
gradually rose 10 and even as much 
fas $5 each day and food. ‘The rick- 
shaw fares and money for chair ear~ 
Flers have increased accordingly. as 
those who (ravelied to Omei (summer 
resort) and other places know. On 
the whole there seems to be a grealer 
number of people living and dressing 
better than formerly. Tt is really| 
the “small salary people who are 
feeling the pinch. The rice crop has 
‘been better than average. 

‘The National Agricultural Improve- 
ment Bureau with headquarters in 
Szechuan is doing admirable work 
to increase farm production within 
the provines. Wille the former re- 
search work of this Bureau is being: 
continued with even greater vigour 
than formerly in Nanking, yet, the 
merely experimental feature of ‘such 
work is well passed, and a definite 
practical use is being made of this 
‘department. ‘Their seed frains are! 
being used by the farmers with better 
yield, both in quantity and quality. 
‘Their statistics ‘reveal improvement 
‘along many ines and each new 
harvest brings more. The extension 
centres now available to help. the 
farmers are Increasing aN the time. 
For example, at Wen Chiang-hsien, 
there are eleven larger or smaller 
centres, where farmers may restive 
‘new seed grains, and help to combat 
swine plague, rinderpest, wheat a 
other grain pests. 

More education is needed {0 
achieve fuller co-operation with the 
rural people, and remove doubt and 
Prejudice against employing new im- 
provement methods. ‘The time is now 
pportune for real practical develop- 
ment along lines of scientific im- 
provement of farm production. The: 
West China Union University Agri- 
cultural depariment, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Dickenson is doing 
splendid work in the improvement 
‘and development of fruit and veget- 
able growing. Many new fruits and 
vegetables have been introduced and.

A report issued by the Munleipal 
Council regrrding the cost of living 
of foreign’ salaried employees here 
Jn October emphasized that although 
foreign exchange improved consider- 
ably during the month, retail prices 
ineteased instead of being corres 
pondingly deereased. “The report 
reiterated what the Counell pointed 
‘out in. previous reports that local 
relallers have made a. practice of 
immediately ineteasing the prices of 
Imported goods whenever there is 3 
fallin the exchange rate, contending. 
that replacement costs have gone up, 
while the downward. adjustment of 
priees as a consequence of improved 
exchange rates has seldom’ been 
found.

Rental Investigation

On the con 
trary. he pointed out, Turkey entered 
Into consultation on tie situation with 
her ally, Britain. It was noted that 
while the President ‘eft "open the 
‘question of what Turkey would do, 
Ihe did not say Turkey would not act. 

In practice Turkey ean not actively 
help Greece militarily in the present 
Jeireumstances, but the President's 
warning that ‘Greece was within the

It was generally expected in Ankara 
that the Government would soon take 
some extraordinary measures to 
increase military preparedness against

COURAGEOUS LONDON

It cannot be denied that a great deal of 
damage has been done. ‘The West End has 
latterly been getting it as badly as the East 
~Bond Street, Bruton Street, Berkeley 
Square, Regent ‘and Oxford Streeis, Hertford 
House, the home of the Wallace collection; 
and in the central district, the Record Office, 
the benutiful tower of the Inner Temple 
hall and library. ‘The damage varies from 
sheer destruction to only windows broken. 
But what one would emphasize is that so far 
from breaking our spirit Hitler has only 
sticeeeded in welding us the more closely 
together. So that there is no more an East| 
End and a West, but we are all just Lon- 
doners, united in'one danger and one deter- 
‘mination, 

And it is surprising how quickly we adapt. 
ourselves and how soon damage is repaired 
or circumvented. For example, in the first 
bombings several gas mains were cut and 
for three or four days City restaurants served 
cold luncheons, But very soon the usual hot 
dishes were again on the menus. You have 
possibly heard Lord Woolton's (the Food

‘The disposal of the many whose houses 
have been wrecked has been a problem, Now.

Gen. Catroux, ex-Governor of Indo-China, 
has arrived in’ London to join General de 
Gaulle, In an interview with the "Daily 
Herald” he said that he had repudiated the 
policy of Vichy for the simple reason that 
it could only lead to the final downfall of 
France. In Indo-China at least 90 per cent, 
of the population were definitely in favour 
of continuing the struggle on Britain's side. 
It was only the danger of international com- 
plications “which prevented Gen. Catroux 
from proclaiming rebellion against Vichy. 

Gen. Catroux, who is now 61, has 
hada most distinguished career both as 
soldier and colonial administrator under such 
men as Lyautey and Charles Dutaud in 
Morocco and Algiers and under Weygand in 
Syria. He was largely responsible for the 
pacification of the wild tribes of the Auas 
after the Rift campaign. ‘That terrible but 
incomparably efficient man, M. Mandel, when 
Minister of the Colonies, sent Catroux to 
Indo-China in 1939 with orders to sland 
firm against Japanese expansion and Catroux 
reorganized ‘the forces of the colony and 
brought them to a high efficiency. He is a 
handsome, distinguished-looking man with 
Tony nose ‘and heavy eyebrows. But his face 
wears a look of melancholy, which is hardly 
surprising. 





Sir Denison Ross, whose death at Con- 
stantinople took place recently was the sort 
of character whom R. L. Stevenson might 
well have drawn. Short and stout, with 
Targe curved nose, twinkling eyes anda sort 
of roguish expression, he did not give the 
slightest indication of the cnormous learning 
he had amassed, He loved to dine out, knew 
everybody in London, was a witty conver 
sationalist, a bow virent who knew as much 
about good wine ax any professional expert, 
‘and an excellent after-dinner speaker. He 
was believed fo be familiar with 43 Tangu- 
ages and spoke fourteen fluently, including 
Portustiese 
Portugal. Hix list 
‘Maneht. T suppose the number of foreigners 
‘who have even a worl 
these two tongues could 
reckoned in tens. 
He was for- over 20 years chairman of the 
China Society and was largely responsible, 
with the Ambassador, Dr. Quo Tai-chi, for 
raising it to the prominence that it had 
acquired before the war. Withal, Sir Denison 
‘was the best of good fellows. Tt scems 
peculiarly unfair that after his wide ram- 
blings in Asia and profound studies of her 
art ond literature, it should be an Asiastic 
disease that ultimately brought him down. 
Anybody who can get out of London and 
‘has no duties fo keep him there can scarcely 
be blamed for leaving. ‘The result is that 
hhoteis and lodgings all up the ‘Thames valley 
are full to the lid.
